Cold Snap To 
Stick Around 
Another Day 

Record For, Continued Low 
Temperatures Is Already 
Broken 

Citrus growers last night bat¬ 
tled for the third consecutive 
night against King Winter to pro¬ 
tect their $100,000,000 crop as 
temperatures again dropped to 
the lower 20’s, in many places 
shattering records chalked up by 
the previous cold wave 10 days 
ago. 

Early Wednesday morning the 
mercury here dipped to 26 de¬ 
grees and orchard heaters burned 
long after daylight. 

I Shortly before dawn yesterday 
I the thermometer registered 24 
degrees, climaxing a night of or¬ 
chard firing which, in sheltered 
groves, got under way by 7 
o'clock Wednesday evening. 

Federal Forcaster Flyod Young 
of the government frost station 
at Pomona last night predicted 
the cold spell would continue for 
j at least one more night and that 
i temperatures would go even low- 
I or this morning. 

Only in unprotected areas were 
fears felt that further losses may j 
have been added to the $10,000,- 
000 or $15,000,000 damage caused 
by the month’s earlier cold wave. 

Growers using oil heaters have 
sufficient fuel to last through the 
current frost peril. 

Weather officials described the 
month’s cold snap as the longest, j 
though not the worst, in South¬ 
ern California history. 

Here are Sierra Madre’s mini¬ 
mum temperatures for the past 
eight days:

County Seeks 
To Hold Tax 
Overcharge 

Legislature Asked To Vali¬ 
date Collection Illegally 
Made In 1933-34 

Sierra Madreans who took the 
time and trouble to file claims 
for refunds of the illegally col¬ 
lected portions of their 1933-34 
county and school district tax 
bills will lose the right for such 
rebates under a bill proposed in 
the State legislature by the : 
county board of supervisors. 

All of the county's 29 assem- j 
blymen have been asked by the 
supervisors to support the bill 
which would validate the mistake 
made by the county auditor in ! 
figuring the 1933-34 tax rates i 
and which, if passed, will erase 
the claims filed by property own- j 
era. 

If unable to block the pay- I 
ment of tax rebates, the super- ! 
visors plan to sponsor a law 
making it possible for everyone 
to get a refund, regardless of 
whether the claim was filed be¬ 
fore the deadline of last Decem¬ 
ber 5. 

The decision of Superior Judge 
Fletcher W. Bowron who decided | 
that part of the 1933-34 tax rates 
had been computed in an illegal 
manner by the county auditor, at 
present is on an appeal before the 
State supreme court. 

If rebates are allowed to stand 
and are upheld by the court, the 
county tax collector must return 
approximately $3,000,000 collected 
improperly in 1933-34. 

Taxpayers, including those en¬ 
titled to refunds, will have to 
foot the cost - of the $3,000,000 
rebate which, officials declare, 
can be made up only be hiking 
future tax bills. 

It will cost approximately $1 
in bookkeeping procedure to 
figure out the amount of re¬ 
funds to be paid on each bill.

Fight Fires 

Warden Wants State Law 
Giving Him Authority In 
Emergencies 

Conscription of Sierra Mad¬ 
reans during; major forest fires 
is a possibility under terms of a 
proposed State law suggested to 
the board of supervisors by 
County Fire Warden Spence D. 
Turner. 

Only sickness or disability 
would excuse any person selec- 
: ted by the fire warden or his 
! deputies to fight fires. 

Because of the depleted person¬ 
nel of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps Turner said it will be nec¬ 
essary for him to go into popu¬ 
lous centers to obtain able-bodied 
men for emergency fire-fighting 
purposes. 

At present the county fire 
warden is not allowed to go into 
cities of Los Angeles county to 
draft fire fighters, his authority 
being limited to drafting of per¬ 
sons unincorporated sections of 
the county. 

Sierra Madre and other foot¬ 
hill cities, because of their prox¬ 
imity to the mountain range, 
would likely be among the first 
to feel the effects of conscrip¬ 
tion in the event extra manpower 
is needed.

Dr. Esther Caukin Brunauer, 
a daughter of the Postmaster 
and Mrs. R. O. Caukin, has been 
named to head the national de¬ 
fense study commission of the 
national committee on the cause 
and cure of war.

Particularly in California, 
where really cold weather is as 
rare as a snowflake in midsum¬ 
mer. a record-breaking blast of 
king winter’s icy winds inevitably 
leaves multitudes of people snif¬ 
fling. 

And colds, you know, can de¬ 
velop into pneumonia. So if 
you’ve got one, or want to avoid 
getting one, here are a few 
“do’s” and “don’ts” from the 
health department. 

Treat a cold with the respect 
it deserves.

Consume warm drinks, prefer¬ 
ably alkaline. 

Stay in warm, moist. (not 
damp) rooms. A pan of water in 
the room helps keep the air 
moist. 

Don’t go out into the cold 
when you’re overheated; beware 
of sudden changes in tempera¬ 
ture.

Small unincorporated business 
enterprises still acount for about 
40 per cent of America's national 
income, it is revealed in a study 
by the Twentieth Century Fund, 
Inc. Corporations too small to 
be included in the big business 
eatagory account for another 20 
per cent while corporations gen¬ 
erally identified in the public 
mind as “Big Business’ make up 
only 40 per cent. 

“Big corporations are so con¬ 
spicuous in many industries,” the 
report said, “that the public has 
lost sight of those vast areas of 
American industry which are not 
incorporated at all or in which 
the small or medium size com¬ 
pany predominates.” 

Even in the field of finance, 
corporations are not as predomi¬ 
nant as is commonly supposed, 
the report said, pointing out that 
unincorporated concerns produce 
44 per cent of the income.

Sierra Madre Sculptor Making Bust 
Of Famous Russian For Park In L. A 


PLANT BUSINESS BIG FACTOR 
IN CALIFORNIA’S WELFARE 


Charged with grand theft of 
an automobile belonging to Louis 
de S. Fuller, <159 West Montecito 
avenue, last December 23, LeRoy 
Young, 45, a transient, pleaded 
not guilty in Superior Judge 
Frank C. Collier's court in Pasa¬ 
dena Monday. 

Young’s trial was set for Jan¬ 
uary 29. 


Next month marks the 100th 
anniversary of the death of Alex¬ 
ander Poushkin, immortal Rus¬ 
sian poet, dramatist and short- 
story writer, great grandson of a 
Negro and who more than any 
other man is credited with popu¬ 
larizing and modernizing the Rus¬ 
sian language. 

To commemorate the event a 
bronze bust of the artist who died 
in a duel at the age of 37 is be¬ 
ing created by Gleb Derujinsky, 
472 Grove street, Sierra Madre, 
and will be placed on a lot 
owned by the Orthodox Russian 
Church of Los Angeles. 

Commissioned by the Alexander 
Poushkin Society of Los Angeles, 
Derujinsky has commenced work 
on the bust. Working from a 
portrait by Kiprensky, the Rom¬ 
ney of Russia ,he will first cre¬ 
ate the bust in plaster. It will 
then be sent to a Los Angeles 
bronze works for casting. Deru¬ 
jinsky hopes to finish the bust 
in time for the world-wide cele¬ 
bration of the centenary of 
Poushkin's death next month. 

Fascinating is the story of 
Alexander Poushkin. More fascin- 


aitng still are the almost legend¬ 
ary tales of the man’s great 
grandfather. A Negro, he was a 
gift from the Turkish Sultan to 
Peter the Great. Appointed an of¬ 
ficer in the Russian army, he was 
sent at an eariy age to the 
court of Louis XIV where his 
romances with princesses and 
duchesses made many a mouth¬ 
watering tid-bit for the dandified 
scandal-loving court set. To the 
Court of St. James, too, went 
this Negro lieutenant of Tsar 
Peter’s. Ultimately he married a 
high-born Russian girl and found¬ 
ed the family which, several gen¬ 
erations later, produced the blue¬ 
eyed, golden-haired Poushkin. Pe- 
culiarily, none of the man’s de- 
cendents was black, though 
Poushkin’s features show faint 
Negroid characteristics. 

Classed by students with Poe, 
Baudelaire, Byron, Gothe and 
Heine, Poushkin was the creator 
of the modern Russian short 
story, the greatest authority of 
his day on the Russian language 
and the man from whom stems 
directly much of the spirit and 
form of present-day Russian 
literature. 


C ALIFORNIA has 3000 nur¬ 
series, sales places and 
stores growing or selling 
plants and cut flowers, according 
to J. D. Meriwether, chief of the 
nursery service of the State De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

While the nursery business 
cannot be called one of the 
State’s major agricultural indus¬ 
tries, Meriwether estimated that 
it totaled $45,000,000 annually, 
and that the plant business alone 
amounted to $22,000,000 yearly. 

The federal census of 1935, he 
said, showed that retail stores 
in the State do a $7,000,000 busi¬ 
ness in plants and cut flowers. 
Shipments to Eastern markets 
total another $8,000,000. 

Surveys of nurseries in the 
State showed 7,000,000 deciduous 
trees and 1,115,560 citrus trees 
with a crop of 1,531,925 seedlings 
for 1937 buddings. Most of the 
trees will be planted within the 
state’s borders. Some will re¬ 
place old orchards, but the major 
part will go into new orchards.

Theatre managers have another t 
problem to worry about this j 
week, following the recent ruling ( 
by State Attorney General U. S. : 
Webb that theatre “bank nites" 
are legal only if tickets to par¬ 
ticipate in them are available to , 
all persons regardless of whether < 
they attend a performance at the 
theatre. 

“If a theatre has a register 
outside the theatre and persons 
can register without buying a 
ticket of admission, and if such 
a person outside a theatre has 
his number called and is per¬ 
mitted to enter the theatre and 
collect his winnings without buy¬ 
ing a ticket of admission, then 
such a drawing would be legal,' 
Webb’s ruling states. 

Otherwise, Webb said, “bank 
nites” are lotteries and operators 
are subject to arrest and prosecu¬ 
tion. . , 

"It is my understanding that 
some of these ‘bank nite’ schemes 
are copyrighted. This, however, 
would not protect the operator 
of any copyrighted scheme from 
being prosecuted if the scheme 
is conducted as a lottery,” Webb 
declared. . «

NEW ALL-TIME RECORD 


FRIDAY, JANUARY 22, 19 37 

Evelyn Munsell, 86, New Instrument 
Dies Suddenly Boon To Lip Reading 


Setting an all-time record, tax 
payments of $59,803,224 have 
been made by Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty taxpayers for the first half 
of the fiscal year just ended, it 
was announced today by H. L. 
Byram, Count Tax Collector. 

The payments represent 57 per 
cent of the total billing of $101.- 
477,550, the largest in the history j 
of the County and are $6,289,047 
over the 1935 tax collections for ; 
the same period. 

County school taxes, as well as 
municipal taxes of the cities for 
which the County collects the 
taxes are included in the figures. 

In the city of Sierra Madre 
collections for the half year, were 
$37,442.95, which represents 50.56 
per cent of the year’s total 
charge of $74,056.56. This com¬ 
pares with the 1935-36 half-year 
record which showed collections 
of $37,460.95 against a charge of 
$73,399.45, or a total of 51.04 per 
cent collected. 

The second installment of taxes 
will become delinquent after April 
20th, at which time a delinquency 
penalty of three per cent will be 
charged and an advertising cost 
of 50c per parcel. 

Any taxpayer having delinquent 
taxes, may avail himself of 


a 10-year payment plan before I 
April 20, 1937, by paying one- 
tenth (l-10th) of the amount of 
his delinquent taxes, plus inter¬ 
est, at the rate of seven per 
cent, computed from July 1, 1935, 
together with the payment of the 
current year's taxes in full. 

There are approximately 450,- 
000 tax-payers in the county and 
1,300,000 parcels of property. The 
number is growing each year, as 
new subdivisions are placed on 
the market. During the depres¬ 
sion, however, a few subdivisions 
reverted to acreage, but the trend 
is definitely in the other direc¬ 
tion now, as evidenced by new 
subdivision maps pending before 
the regional planning commission 
and city councils of various cities, 
partcularly Los Angeles.

Setting an all-time record, tax 
payments of $59,803,224 have 
been made by Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty taxpayers for the first half 
of the fiscal year just ended, it 
was announced today by H. L. 
Byram, Count Tax Collector. 

The payments represent 57 per 
cent of the total billing of $104,- 
477,550, the largest in the history 
of the County and are $6,289,047 
over the 1935 tax collections for 
the same period. 

County school taxes, as well as 
municipal taxes of the cities for 
which the County collects the 
taxes are included in the figures. 

In the city of Sierra Madre 
collections for the half year, were 
$37,442.95, which represents 50.56 
per cent of the year’s total 
charge of $74,056.56. This com¬ 
pares with the 1935-36 half-year 
record which showed collections 
of $37,460.95 against a charge of 
$73,399.45, or a total of 51.04 per 
cent collected. 

The second installment of taxes 
will become delinquent after April 
20th, at which time a delinquency 
penalty of three per cent will be 
charged and an advertising cost 
of 50c per parcel. 

Any taxpayer having delinquent 
taxes, may avail himself of 


a 10-year payment plan before 
April 20, 1937, by paying one- 
tenth (l-10th) of the amount of 
his delinquent taxes, plus inter¬ 
est, at the rate of seven per 
cent, computed from July 1, 1935, 
together with the payment of the 
current year’s taxes in full. 

There are approximately 450,- 
000 tax-payers in the county and 
1,300,000 parcels of property. The 
number is growing each year, as 
new subdivisions are placed on 
the market. During the depres¬ 
sion, however, a few subdivisions 
reverted to acreage, but the trend 
is definitely in the other direc¬ 
tion now, as evidenced by new 
i subdivision maps pending before 
the regional planning commission 
; and city councils of various cities 
| partcularly Los Angeles.
